SLR FRANK SWETTENHAM ON 
THE GROWN AGENT SYSTEM. 


Sir Frank Swettenham’s latest book on 
‘ British Malaya” contains the following 
criticism of the Crowa Agont system :—“ It 
appears ‘that Colonios—that is, of course, 
Crown Colonivs, responsible Governments do 
‘ax. they please, and do not employ the Crown 


+ Agentr—are not supposed to possess engineers 


qualified to.construct railway; oud, ag rule, it 
may be granted that that is a very proper 
supposition, Therefore thera is an “ established 
system for tho constrnetion of Government, 
roilways in thesn places, and that system is, that. 
the Gonsalting Engioeors to the Crown Agents 
undoriake the whole job. They seloot, smrvey 
and set out the line, appoint as many engineers 
aa thoy think naoexsary, and and thom out to 
do the construction on salaries fixed by them or 
in consultation with the Urown Agents.” ‘Choy 
deoide tha woight of the rails, the type of the 
bridges and rolling-stock, purchace the wholo of 


tho materials, and when the line is completed, | 


“they inform tho Governmont of the Colony for 
whom it is made, whose only concern ig to pay 
the bill, The advantage of thin system is that 
the line i4. made~in time~-and neither the 
Colony’s chief engineer, nor its Govornor, 
nor ils Exeentive or Lugistative Counsi), have 
any real responsibility for -the work, even 
though it takes twive as long to construct as 
thb timo-originglly estimated and coats twice 
as much. As the Construction Engincer ia 
serving bis masters in England and not the 
Colguial Governament, it is diffloult to interfere 
with him; and as the Coloay has no concern: 
with the railway till it is finished aud handed 
ovor, if is no-que’s business Co criticize,” More~ 
over, if there is uo ont ia the Calony cap ible 


of constructing the railway it is diffleult to 
suppoxe that local eriticiem can have any, value. 
The objections to this “established syatem” are, 
that the work is oxecuted thousands of miles 
from tho people who are responsible for it, who 
very probably have no porsoual -knowledgo of 
the local circumstance, of the efftots of the 
climate and rainfall, of labour conditions, of 
local prices, of the usefulness or otherwise of 
loca! mat rials under certain conditiona common 
in railway constructioh, of the resources of the 
place, and sé on. Tho Engineor in charge of the 
work is probably equally at sea until he tins been 
mony months in the pluce and bought his 
expérionca at the cost of tho Joc.] Government. 
Thon, as already oxpl.ined, tha local Government 
cnanot interfere, cannot be always raising 
questions only to be asked to give its fall reasons 
in writing, and porhaps, oventuslly hava to 
explain what title it bas to offer au opinion on 
technical points. However muok the. time, or 
the estimated cost, of the work is exoceded, no 
one is responsible. The Seoretary of State, of 
course, only insists on the aystem ;. beyond that 
he washes his hondvof the matter, ‘The Crown’ 
Agents have clearly nothing to do with it: 
the whole business oaly gives them trouble. 
The Conanlting Engineer cannot’ be beld 
| responsible if thera is mora rain, or more sun, 
thon they expected at-any particular timed; nor 
are they held responsible if their representative 
or elowpers, or any other lecal commodity at. 
the prices named in the ostimites, Ifo bank 
system nuder which railways sre made in Crown 
Colonies. Vt might alnioat be added that, unless 
“a man believe in thoaystam faithfully, he cannot 


large ‘evough td admit the passyge of storm- 
water, or if a bridse tambles down becauso 
the foundations were not properly con- 
alructed, the people in Hugland cannot be 
mate. to suffer’ ‘und as fur the Engineer 
in charge, the ulmost that’ cau bs done is 
to dismiss him, and he ig not serving the 
Government, but the Consolting Enugiover. 
Worst of all, thy Consulting Hnginrers, 
as sneh, dissppear and are replaced by Con- 
struction Engineers who pass the work of their 
own mop, or of the Contractors they employ; 
boing placed in the invidious and (to the 
Government) unsatisfeatory position of having 
to sit in. judgment on their own plans and 
eatjmates carried out by thoir awn servants— 
mien who probably have to look to them for 
future employment. Therefore, whatever, the 
kind of work putin, the Government has to 
accept it; whatever the bill, the Government 
has to pay it; however, the estimated time of 
coustruction is exceeded, tho public must bear

CHINESE LAWLESSNESS AT 
SINGAPORE. 


RIOTH GIVE WAY TO LUOTING, 


According to tho Straits Times of Nov, 16th 
the trouble was still continuing. ‘Tho issue of 


‘that date reported :— 


The whole of tho Serangoon district was in 
o state of lawlessness yeaterdny, yang rob- 
beries and acts of viclence took place every- 
where and the few police left in charge of 
that district ware powerless to cope with the 
numerous out-broaks, Their strength hud been 
reduced owing to the .téwn police hoving to 
be reinforced. 

Vogetablo planters left their work in tha 
fields and committed gang ‘robberies every - 
where. Chineso parsing slong the Serun goon 
Road were atiacked and robbed and the. police 
received such a numbor of roports, that they 
yere unable to attend to all of them, . 

Atthe soventh mile, Serangoon Road near 
the river, only three Malays were in charge of 
the police station, Thia village consiats chirily 
of ‘Yeachews, and at about 9 o'clock yesterday 
morning some three handred Teochews attucked 
.and completely wrecked the Hokioa branch 
shop of the Opium and Spirit Farm. Tho 
‘robbers wore armed with sticks and koives, and 
somp carried firearme. A fow shots were fired 
by ho robbors but no one was hurt. They 
mado ‘away with monoy ond proporty to the 
value of $2,000. : 3

fired three or four shots in the air to frighten 
the robbers, but the Teochewa took no notice
